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Meat  Inspection.  1/ 

Activities  of  the  meat  inspection  service  during  the  year  reached  an 
all-time  high.  Although  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  the 
volume  of  meat  and  meat-food  products  inspected  broke  reqords  in 
1943,  these  activities  increased  during  1944  by  23.71  percent  and  17.63 
percent,  respectively.  Inspections  were  conducted  at  944  establish- 
ments located  in  363  cities  and  towns. 

The  volume  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  examined  for  condition 
and  conformance  to  specifications  for  other  Government  agencies  also 
reached  a  record  high. 

Meat  inspections  of  the  OD  (not  including  reinspections  and  certi- 
fications 01  meat  and  meat  food  products  for  export  shipment  and 
examinations  of  foreign  meat  and  meat  products  at  ports  of  entry 
throughout  the  year)  are  summarized  in  tables  8  to  15. 

Examinations  of  29,378  samples  of  meat,  meat-food  products,  and 
ingredients  and  substances  used  in  their  preparation  were  made  in 
7  meat-inspection  laboratories  during  the  year.  Of  this  number,  ad- 
verse findings  were  made  of  3,643  samples — a  considerably  smaller 
percentage  of  such  findings  than  were  made  during  the  previous  year. 

Approval  was  given  of  11,538  new  labels  for  use  at  inspected  estab- 
lishments and  of  110  labels  for  meat  and  meat-food  products  intended 
for  importation.  Because  they  did  not  comply  with  labeling  require- 
ments, 1,842  sketches  and  labels  were  returned  without  approval. 

The  OD  received  561  sets  of  drawings  and  specifications  of  projects 
for  new  or  remodeled  structures  or  for  major  installations  of 
equipment. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  449  slaughtering  establishments  (with  or 
without  meat  processing),  and  415  establishments  engaged  in  meat 
processing  only  were  federally  inspected.  Also  under  inspection 
were  21  establishments  that  slaughtered  cattle  only,  for  Army-style 
beef,  and  23  that  prepared  fresh  boneless  meat  under  specifications  for 
Government  agencies.  The  dehydration  of  meat  for  lend-lease  and 
military  agencies,  which  had  begun  during  the  preceding  year,  was 
continued  at  a  number  of  official  establishments  with  a  somewhat 
increased  volume. 

Forty-seven  certificates  of  exemption  from  inspection  were  issued  to 
retail  butchers  and  dealers,  and  219  were  canceled.  Certificates  out- 
standing at  the  year's  close  numbered  429. 

(Data  on  meat  and  meat-food  products  certified  for  export,  and  on 
inspection  of  meat  and  meat- food  products  oflFered  for  entry  into  the 
United  States,  are  still  being  compiled,  as  before  the  war,  but  their 
publication  is  necessarily  withheld.)
